PUTNEY, England, April 2.—Cam- 
bridge University won the 79th 
Oxford-Cambridge boat race by four 
lengths over the four and a quarter 


on the Thames this afternoon, 

The time was 20 minutes 16 seconds, 
as against the record of 18 minutes, 
25 seconds, made by Oxford in 1911. 
‘he race was rowed under ideal con- 
ditions, and the banks of th2 river 
were lined with huge crowds. 

The result gave Cambridge 38 vie- 
tories since the series started in 1829, 
as against 40 for Oxford. The classic 
has been an annual affair since 1841, 
with the exception of the war yeurs. 
In 1877 the crews rowed a dead heat. 
In 1912 two races were held because 
both shells sank in rough water dur- 
ing the first attempt. 

The race began at 1:44 p.m., Cam- 
bridge stroking 38 against Oxford’s 
86, jumped into a slight lead. At the 
mile, Cambridge was. still slightly 
ahead but it had been nip and tuck, 
Cxford overtaking the light blues 
uiter a quarter of a mile and (aking 
tie lead for a bit. 

The second mile was also a ding- 
dong affair, and Oxford led by a half 
length as the marker was passed. The 
crews were even at the end of three 
miles. They were almost to the finish 
when Cambridge pulled away and won 
by four lengths.
